CST). 


In a brief farewell address at 


the airport, the general de- 
clared : 


•'Mrs.' Eisenhower and I are 


leaving thli wonderful country 
and hospitable people not only 
with a feeling of regret and 
gratitude but with a feeling of 
confidence that the glory ^ of 
France is again on the rise." 


He spent about 15 minutes at 


the airport in a last Jovial good- 
bye to the Allied officers and 
their wives from SHAPE. He^s 
to land tonight at Stcphenvillc, 
Newfoundland", at 9:30 and is 
due in Washington at 2 p.m. 
CST tomorrow.

Berlin Awaits 
New Blockade 
By Russians 
Reds Seize Border 
Hamlet, Turn Back 
Allied Patrol Cars 


BERLIN—(AP) —Commu- 


nist police abruptly seized the 
hamlet of Buergerablage on 
the fringe of free West Berlin 
today and ordered its 43 
families to' get out of their 
homes. Western authorities 
here said it was part of the 
Communist program to, seal 
Berlin off from the surround- 
ing Russian zone. 


As part of the increasing Com- 


munist pressure in the campaign 
against the newly signed West 
German peace contract, the Rus- 
sians also -turned back Allied pa- 
trol cars on the Berlin-Helmstedt 
autobahn for the sixth straight day. 
West Berliners feared a new block- 
ade was in the making. 


To Seize Other Areas 


There were reports other fringe 


territories also would be seized. 


Buergerablage lies just within 


the Russian zone but administra- 
tively it belonged to the borough 
of Spandau, in the British sector. 


The action was believed part of 


the Communist pattern of creating 
"security belts" for. the Russian 
zone. These "no-mans-lands" are. 
being created ^around Berlin as 
well as along the Russian zone's 
border with Allied West Germany. 


Road traffic along the big super- 


highway connecting Berlin with the 
free world was normal, but Ber- 
liners awaited the invocation-, to- 
morrow of an East German gov- 
ernment order requiring special 
passes for Germans traveling in 
the Soviet' zone. 


Virtual Blockade 


The new order could bring about 


a virtual blockade of Berlin if the 
Communists decide to crack down 
on all travel in and out of the city. 


Their announcement said that 


special passes would be required 
of all travelers, and West Berlin- 
ers feared that this might also be 
applied to truck rolling supplies 
and raw materials into the city. 


If the Reds take this action Ber- 


lin would again be under blockade 
conditions since much of the city's 
economic life depends on its high- 
way freight traffic. 


West Protests 


The West meanwhile awaited a

"If I were the enemy, I would 


be extremely reluctant to open a 
major offensive and I would rec- 
ommend against it. 


"The enemy must realize that 


the Eighth army, with its trained 
divisions, its massed firepower, it* 
mobility, and its naval and air sup- 
port would make him pay a disas- 
trous price for any attempt on his 
part for any major offensive."

was »ent from Florida. It is just a 
broad leaf, and supposedly thrives 
on air and sunlight, pinned to a 
curtain. What is the proper way to 
remove and care for the tiny shoots 
or new plants which are growing 
along the sides?

A—The plant in question 1» call- 


ed BRYOPHYLLUM, a tropical 
plant closely related to hens-and- 
chicken*. Its flowers are purplish 
or reddish. As soon as the tiny 
shoots are large enough to handle, 
say '/2 to one inch, cut them from 
the parent leaf and pot them In 
rather rich, friable loamy soil.

Lisbon, Portugal 


To all the family: 


Our visit to Lisbon was most 


satisfactory. It is a city like Rome, 
built on seven hills and a very 
clean city. The city administration 
knows how to keep it that way. It 
s against the law to throw any- 
hing on the street such as cigarets, 
orange peel, paper, etc. It means 
arrest for anyone that is careless 
enough to litter up the streets. It 
s a good law any place. You would 
not be guilty of such proceedings 
on your own lawn. A few arrests 
now- and then would help the city 
financially and, more important, 
correct bad habits. 


We were impressed at once with 


the beauty of the place. There are 
so many business houses built of

They 
were old and greatly to be ad- 
mired. Lisbon is a city with a 
population of over 700,000 and is

;ludes many colonies in Africa and 
the Indian Ocean region.

Here was our 
first introduction to Mosaic side- 
walks. They were on the principal 
business streets. No matter where 
we go there Is always somelhing 
different. 


We motored in and about the 


city, also the outskirts. A fine city. 
I wish we were going to be here 
longer. Two days is not enough. 
You can see how strenuous taking 
in the main points of a city like 
this Is In so short a time. I try 
to keep my eyes open and not miss 
too much, if possible. Our driver 
took us along the Tagus River 
shore. We passed an old tower 
that was used''450 years ago that 
led us to the celebrated monastery 
of St. Jeronymo's, one of the finest 
examples of ecclesiastical architec 
ture in all Europe. Then to the 
museum of coaches and carriages 
Our guide said on authority thai 
these ancient coaches were the 
finest collection in exlstance. I was 
completely carried away with the 
exhibit. The coaches and carriages 
were made In various countries; a 
carriage built in Spain in the 18th 
century, one built In England In 
1777 and so on. They came from 
many countries, a great distance 
and Ihey came over-land. Some of 
Ihe coaches required eight horses 
and a never ending trip it must 
have been. There were 125 vehicles 
in the exhibit.

molished. It was replaced by a con- 
vent for penitence purposes of the 
monks of St. Mary of Belem (friars 
of St. Hieronymus). Later Prince 
Consort Ferdinand of Sax-Coburg 
bought the convent in 1838 and 
transformed it into a palace", re- 
sembling a castle. It is magnifi- 
cent, built of stone and contains 
many rooms of which we had the 
pleasure of seeing 25.

Chan- 
deliers were gorgeous, ornamenis 
in the various rooms were some- 
thing to dream about and, of 
couise, they always have the finest 
in the way of paintings and many 
life-size portraits of royalty. 


The finest of hand made carpels; 


elegancy was in evidence no mai- 
ler where you looked. If onp can'l 
possess Ihese beautiful creations it 
is a joy and a privilege to be able 
to see them. The chapel was the 
most beautiful one, I mean a pri- 
vate one. Built in the 13th century 
of the most exquisile lile the altar 
was somelhing one would carry in 
their mind always. It was of Ala- 
baster and most ornamental. Many 
slaircases bolh long and otherwise 
took us to various rooms. One patio 
in particular intrigued us. It was 
gorgeous in its enlirety; beautiful 
tile, walls, floor and furniture. 


The outside had the looks of just 


what it was, a castle. Moss and 
ivy covered some of the aged 
stone. We stepped out and down 
many, many vine clad blaconies, 
now and then gelling a view of the 
sea. I wish I had counted the tow- 
ers on the castle. There were 
many. I recall a very unusual one, 
very tall and on the slender order. 
It was of yellow tile, each side 
contained a fine large clock, four 
clocks in all. It was told us that 
Queen Amelia always 
regarded 


Pena palace with special affection. 
It was from there she was exiled in 
1910, 
and on May 22, 1945, nearly 


35 years later, she returned on a 
pilgrimage of remembrance to the 
place she so loved. After visiting 
the palace it is not hard to under- 
stand her feelings. I could poinl 
out many more interesting points 
of Lisbon. Here is one that is 
worthwhile. Prices are not high. 
Our guide, he seemed to know, said 
you could live like a king for $200 
a month. 


After a busy day of sightseeing 


we said adieu to Lisbon, a fascin- 
ating city and the last thing to in- 
trigue us were the many beautiful 
sailboats with their pretty red 
sails. Lisbon is our last port of 
entry. Just one more letter. The 
thoughts of seeing you all so soon 
is a joy to me.

It may also 
be appearing on dealer's displays. 


The seal carries the large let- 


ters CMI and the words "certified 
model." When you arc thinking of 
that new can opener purchase for 
the bride-to-be, perhaps you can 
consider this valuable consumer 
information. All too often we use 
the can opener more 
than the 


carving knife but don't

with as much care. 


The average family of 3.5 per- 


sons opens 574 cans a year. CMI 
certified model can openers leave 
no jagged edges, are easy to op- 
erate with minimum amounts of 
energy, and they do not corrode.

NEW YORK —(AP)— OWfld you 


get by on $50,000 a year? 


The average man figures with 


that kind of money he could satisfy 
Uncle Sam, live the life of Rlley 
himself, and still have enough left 
over to feed gold peanuts to pigeons 
in the park. 


But many a person in the S50,- 


000-and-up income bracket today 
complains he finds it hard to make 
both ends meet. 


This is particularly true with top 


public entertainers. 


Wherxe does" all that dough go? 


Let us take a typical case—Dorothy 
Shay, the "Park Avenue Hillbillic." 
Her robust songs have made her 
a queen of the supper club circuit, 
at $5.000 a week and higher. 


These 
high-priced chanteuses, 


however, are like racehorses. They 
don't perform for the customeis 
each and every week. 


Last year Dorothy, who is a good 


business girl, asked her accountant 
to estimate the minimum income 
she would require for 1951. His fig- 
ure: $81,000. 


Of this business expenses anil 


taxes came to $65,625. They in- 
cluded such items as commission 
and managerial costs $18,630; fed- 
eral taxes, $10,040; California in- 
come tax, $3,750; legal services. 
$2,600; traveling expenses, $12,150; 
professional wardrobe, $4,000—etc., 
etc. 


Subtracting $65,625 from $81,000, 


Dorothy found she had $15,375 for 
living and personal expenses. That 
seems a cozy sum for a single girl, 
but household costs—such as $1,200 
for domestics, $1,500 for food, $1,- 
500 for rent—ate up $5,720. 


That left her $9,655. But she had 


to figure Into this $600 for depen- 
dents and gifts, $3,560 for life in- 
surance premiums, $1,500 for medi- 
cal expenses, $1,200 for personal 
wardrobe and laundry, $1,265 for 
miscellaneous expenses and $1,200 
for non-deductible business ex- 
penses. 


The result, according to Dorothy, 


was that she had-the grand sum 
of J330 left to save or do with as

The simmering unrest of Com- 


munists in Europe and Asia pro- 
vided a grim backdrop for the sol- 
emn observance of America's Me- 
morial day.

ored throughout the United States 
and in Japan, England, France, 
Italy, Germany, Sweden and other 
foreign countries.

for President Truman at the tomb 
of the unknown soldier, the Confed- 
erate monument, the Spanish war

In a Memorial Day statement. 


Gen. Mark Clark, supreme United 
Nations commander • in the Far 
East said: 


"We best honor our fallen com- 


rades by our devotion to the great 
causes for which they died and for 
which we continue to battle." 


Civil War Veteran James A. 


Hard, who will be 111 July 15, led
